EXECUTIVE ORDER CONTINUING AND REAPPOINTING 
THE STATE WATER PLAN ADVISORY COUNCIL 


WHEREAS, the State Water Plan Advisory Council was created by 
Executive Order No. 20-86 and continued under Executive Order No. 
18-89, effective August 23, 1989; and 

WHEREAS, the Department of Natural Resources and Conservation 
is starting a new cycle of state water plan development, pursuant 
to Section 85-1-203(2), MCA, considering different water issues and 
problems that require different perspectives and expertise from the 
State Water Plan Advisory Council; and 

WHEREAS, the State Water Plan Advisory Council performs 
essential functions in the development and implementation of the 
state water plan. 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, STAN STEPHENS, Governor of the State of 
Montana, by virtue of the authority vested in me pursuant to the 
Constitution and laws of the State of Montana, specifically Sec. 
2-1-122, MCA, do hereby rescind Executive Order No. 18-89, and 


continue and reappoint the State Water Plan Advisory Council. 


PURPOSE: 

(A) The State Water Plan Advisory Council shall advise the 
Director of the Department of Natural Resources and 
Conservation on the development and implementation of the 
state water plan. The Council does not have any formal 
decision-making authority over the final contents of the state 
water plan. 

(B) In its advisory role in developing the state water plan, the 

Council shall seek the advice and participation of all 
affected interests, including: 


1. local, tribal, state and federal agencies; 


industry, business and agricultural interests; 
private citizens; and 
groups representing current water users and environmental 


and conservation interests. 


(C) In seeking the advice and participation of ail affected 


interests, the Council may:

Conduct public meetings to allow the public to identify 
which issues should be addressed in the state water plan. 
Create and seek the advice of steering committees, which 
shall include from all 


representatives affected 


interests. The purpose of the steering committees is to 
advise the Council on the nature of selected water 
recommend solutions to the 


management issues and 


identified problems. The steering committees receive 
direction from the Council and do not have any formal 
decision-making authority. 

Sponsor and facilitate “open houses" to provide informal 


opportunities for the public to review and comment on 


drafts of state water plan sections. 


(D) In reviewing the implementation and success of previously 


adopted state water plan sections, the Council may recommend 


any appropriate further action to improve implementation or 


revise adopted plan sections.
